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We  are  extremely  pleased  that  you  wish  to  come 
to  campus  to  interview  our  graduating  seniors  and 
graduate  students.  We  shall  do  everything  possible 
to  make  your  visit  enjoyable  and  productive.  Since 
we  are  a  large  university  and  placement  is  decen¬ 
tralized  on  this  campus,  we  hope  you  will  take  a 
few  minutes  to  review  the  following  paragraphs 
and  acquaint  yourself  with  our  procedures. 

decentralized  placement 

There  are  many  specialized  placement  offices 
on  this  campus  and  a  Career  Development  and 
Placement  Office  which  also  serves  the  College  of 
Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences.  The  Engineering  Place¬ 
ment  Office  serves  graduates  in  all  engineering 
curricula  except  chemical  engineering  and  archi¬ 
tectural  engineering.  Separate  schedules  should 
be  arranged  with  the  placement  offices  of  those 
departments  if  your  needs  require  it.  The  various 
business  disciplines  are  served  by  the  Commerce 
and  Business  Administration  Placement  Office. 

All  placement  offices  cooperate  fully  with  one 
another.  If  you  wish  to  have  a  schedule  in  engineer¬ 
ing  and  would  also  like  to  interview  chemical  engi¬ 
neers,  but  do  not  have  enough  demand  to  warrant 
a  separate  schedule  in  chemistry  and  chemical 
engineering,  the  School  of  Chemical  Sciences 
Placement  Office  will  publicize  your  need  and 
chemical  engineers  will  be  welcome  to  sign  on 
your  schedule  in  our  office. 

split  schedules 

When  a  company’s  needs  are  moderate  and 
widely  varied,  or  if  it  feels  it  cannot  attract  a  full 
schedule  in  engineering,  half-day  schedules  can 
be  arranged  in  which  you  will  spend  the  morning 
in  our  placement  office  and  the  afternoon  in 
another,  or  vice  versa.  Each  placement  office  will 
assist  you  in  making  the  proper  arrangements 
with  the  other. 
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interview  rooms 

Most  company  representatives  interviewing 
through  the  Engineering  Placement  Office  prefer 
to  have  overnight  accommodations  at  the  lllini 
Union  Building  and  interview  in  their  guest  rooms 
the  following  day.  The  lllini  Union  is  directly  across 
the  street  from  the  Engineering  Placement  Office 
and  is  within  short  walking  distance  of  the  other 
campus  placement  offices.  The  rooms  are  quite 
comfortable,  attractively  decorated,  and  lend 
themselves  to  private,  informal  interviews  with 
students.  These  are  the  only  interview  rooms 
used  by  the  College  of  Engineering  that  have  tele¬ 
phones  in  them.  The  Engineering  Placement  Office 
reserves  a  block  of  rooms  each  semester  for  inter¬ 
views  in  the  lllini  Union,  and  your  request  for  space 
may  be  made  on  the  accompanying  form. 

parking 

Parking  is  extremely  limited  on  campus  but  city 
parking  lots  are  within  walking  distance  of  the 
Engineering  Placement  Office.  All  overnight 
guests  at  the  lllini  Union  have  parking  space  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Union.  Five  visitor  spaces  behind  our 
office  in  Engineering  Hall  are  available  on  a  first- 
come,  first-serve  basis  to  any  recruiter  needing 
one. 

interview  schedules 

The  normal  interview  day  runs  from  8:30  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.  and  the  Engineering  Placement  Office 
is  open  from  7:00  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.  during  the  re¬ 
cruiting  season.  Interviews  may  begin  at  8:00  a.m. 
if  the  interviews  are  scheduled  in  the  Engineer¬ 
ing  Placement  Office  or  in  lllini  Union  conference 
rooms.  However,  only  a  limited  number  of  overnight 
guest  rooms  in  the  lllini  Union  will  be  available 
for  interviews  before  8:30  a.m.,  since  the  rooms 
are  made-up  while  the  company  representative 
is  out  for  breakfast. 

Interviews  may  be  in  intervals  of  20,  30,  45,  or  60 
minutes.  Unless  otherwise  requested,  lunch  is 
scheduled  from  1 :00  to  2:00  p.m.  Time  is  provided 
in  the  schedule  for  a  coffee  break  at  10:30  a.m. 


Interview  schedules  with  resumes  attached  will 
be  available  upon  check-in  at  the  lllini  Union  desk. 
If  overnight  accommodations  are  not  requested 
in  the  lllini  Union,  schedules  may  be  picked  up  in 
the  Engineering  Placement  Office  any  time  after 
7:00  a.m.  Your  interview  room  number  is  posted 
at  various  locations  and  students  will  come  to 
your  room.  Students  will  wait  outside  the  inter¬ 
view  room  door  to  be  called  by  the  interviewer. 
Time  schedules  should  be  strictly  adhered  to,  but 
if  the  representative  finds  that  he  is  running  behind 
he  should  indicate  this  to  the  waiting  interviewee. 
Students  schedule  interviews  around  their  class 
schedules  and  they  are  often  pressed  for  time. 

academic  calendar,  grades, 
and  transcripts 

The  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign 
is  on  the  semester  plan  with  an  "early”  calendar 
which  means  that  fall  semester  final  examinations 
are  over  before  Christmas.  Therefore  interviews 
begin  in  mid-September  and  are  generally  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  end  of  October.  Other  dates  can  be 
accommodated,  however. 

Students  interviewing  the  most  in  the  fall  are 
generally  December  graduates.  May  and  August 
graduates  are  invited  to  participate  and  will  sign 
on  your  schedule,  unless  you  restrict  it  to  De¬ 
cember  graduates  only.  May  and  August  graduates 
generally  interview  during  the  spring  semester 
recruiting  season  which  runs  from  the  first  of 
February  until  the  end  of  March.  Degrees  are 
granted  in  December,  May,  and  August  of  each 
year. 

The  University  of  Illinois  is  on  a  5.0  grading 
system  where  A  =  5.0,  B  =  4.0,  C  =  3.0,  etc.  Stu¬ 
dents  may  take  up  to  18  semester  hours  on  a 
Credit-No  Credit  basis  and  CR  and  NC  are  used 
to  designate  the  final  grade. 

A  company  may  not  obtain  a  transcript  of  a  stu¬ 
dent’s  record  without  first  obtaining  the  student’s 
written  permission.  If  your  company  has  a  pro¬ 
cedure  to  obtain  signatures  during  interviews, 
you  may  request  and  pay  for  having  transcripts 
sent  to  you.  If  not,  the  student  must  order  a  tran¬ 
script  from  the  Records  Office  to  be  sent  to  you. 
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To  reach  the  Engineering  Placement  Office, 
exit  south  on  Lincoln  Avenue  from  Interstate  High¬ 
way  1-74.  Proceed  south  on  Lincoln  to  Green  Street 
(fourth  traffic  signal).  Turn  west  (right)  on  Green 
Street  and  continue  four  blocks  to  the  parking 
lot  immediately  north  of  Engineering  Hall.  The 
Engineering  Placement  Office  is  located  in  109 
Engineering  Hall.

ph.d.  recruiting 

Ph.D.  recruiting  occurs  during  the  same  time 
period  as  B.S./M.S.  recruiting.  Many  employers 
request  separate  schedules  and  longer  interviews 
for  Ph.D.  candidates  and  we  are  most  willing  to 
provide  these  and  any  other  special  arrangements 
you  may  desire.  On  many  occasions  Ph.D.  recruit¬ 
ing  is  not  conducted  simultaneously  with  the  B.S.I 
M.S.  recruiting  trip  to  campus,  but  this  is  an  indi¬ 
vidual  decision  on  the  part  of  each  employer. 
Ph.D.  candidates’  names  and  their  thesis  titles 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  the  Placement  Office. 
Resumes  may  then  be  requested  directly  from  the 
candidates. 

prescreening 

Resumes  may  be  ordered  at  cost  in  advance  of 
your  visit  for  prescreening  purposes.  Several 
master  books  of  resumes  are  also  available  in  the 
Engineering  Placement  Office  for  inspection  by 
anyone  wishing  to  come  to  campus  to  view  them. 

placement  luncheons 

The  college  encourages  faculty  contact  with 
industry,  and  placement  luncheons  during  recruit¬ 
ing  season  have  been  a  traditional  source  of  such 
interaction.  Company  representatives  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  invite  a  faculty  member  or  dean  to 
have  lunch  with  them.  Space  is  provided  on  the 
accompanying  form  for  you  to  request  a  specific 
individual  or  a  representative  from  an  area  of 
engineering  to  have  lunch  with  you  if  you  wish  to 
do  so.  However,  company  representatives  should 
feel  completely  free  to  make  their  own  arrange¬ 
ments  for  lunch  if  they  prefer. 

forms  and  procedures 

Confirmation  of  Dates.  If  you  previously  re¬ 
quested  interview  dates  by  phone  or  letter,  you 
will  have  received  a  written  confirmation  of  them. 
If  not,  the  Confirmation  of  Dates  will  be  a  part  of 
this  mailing.  Dates  are  confirmed  lor  both  fall  and 
spring  recruiting  visits,  but  only  one  Interview  Data 
Form  should  be  returned  at  this  time. 

Interview  Data  Form.  The  accompanying  Inter¬ 
view  Data  Form  should  be  returned  to  the  Engi¬ 
neering  Placement  Office  as  soon  as  you  can 
accurately  identify  your  recruiting  needs,  but  no 
later  than  the  indicated  deadline.  Since  we  issue 
our  Placement  Bulletins  two  weeks  prior  to  your 


visit,  the  form  must  be  returned  at  least  30  days 
prior  to  interviews.  If  the  attached  form  is  to  be 
used  for  a  fall  visit,  an  additional  form  will  be 
sent  to  you  about  November  1  for  you  to  provide 
us  with  information  concerning  your  spring  visit. 

Company  Brochures.  Students  have  been  in¬ 
structed  to  familiarize  themselves  with  your 
organization  prior  to  their  interview.  It  is  helpful 
if  recruiters  will  mail  to  the  Engineering  Place¬ 
ment  Office  well  in  advance  of  the  interviews  an 
adequate  supply  of  company  literature  and  bro¬ 
chures  for  us  to  distribute  to  each  interviewee. 
In  addition,  we  maintain  a  permanent  library  file 
of  company  literature  in  individual  company  boxes. 

Checking  Your  Schedule.  Company  representa¬ 
tives  are  urged  to  telephone  the  Engineering  Place¬ 
ment  Office  a  week  in  advance  of  their  arrival  to 
check  on  their  schedule  and  to  make  appropriate 
arrangements  for  light  schedules  or  for  accom¬ 
modating  overflow.  We  will  assist  in  arranging 
additional  schedules  or  group  interviews  for  over¬ 
flow  if  such  seems  desirable.  The  Engineering 
Placement  Office  will  attempt  to  call  you  collect 
if,  in  our  judgment,  you  should  be  apprised  of 
the  progress  of  sign-ups  on  your  schedule. 

Library  File.  It  is  helpful  to  the  Engineering  Place¬ 
ment  Office  if  the  company  representative  will 
find  time  to  check  the  company  information  box 
in  the  Engineering  Placement  Office  and  remove 
any  obsolete  material.
